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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-2 and 14-17 in the reply filed on 
1/3/2005 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-2 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Murphy et al. (US 5,168,432). 

Regarding claim 1, Murphy et al. disclose a sheet capacitor (figures 10-16) 
comprising: 

a contact portion (1 1 1) formed in a through hole (106) requiring electrical 
connection with an IC connection pin (107) among the through holes in 
which the IC connection pin are inserted (column 9, lines 28-39); and 
a capacitor element (112) connected to the contact portion (figure 15). 
Regarding claim 2, Murphy et al. further comprising a board/lead frame (102) 
having the contact portion and mounting the capacitor element (column 9, lines 
39-43). 

Regarding claim 17, Murphy et al. disclose wherein a recess is formed in the 
center and the capacitor element is disposed in the recess (figure 15). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 14-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

With respect to claims 14-15, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of the contact portion is formed in an elliptical shape having a major 
diameter longer than a diameter of the connection pin, and a minor diameter shorter 
than the diameter of the connection pin. 

With respect to claim 16, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach the 
limitation of the contact portion is formed in a stellate shape having a maximum 
diameter longer than a diameter of the connection pin, and a minimum diameter shorter 
than the diameter of the connection pin. 

Citation Relevant of Prior Art 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

a. Chung et al. (US 6,558,181) disclose system and method for package 
socket with embedded power and ground planes. 

b. Sonobe et al. (US 6,176,709) disclose socket and adapter integrated 

circuit.
